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ABSTRACT 
The study of law in the K-12 curriculum cen helf 
students develop respect for the law ard gain a better understanding 
,of the rationale for various laws. Currently, there are twc main 
approaches to-the study cf law in puklic schccls. One is tc cffer a 
separate course or courses in law; the seccnd is te integrate the 
concepts of law throughout the curriculum. “Law-related activities 
include involving students in class discussicns cf tcpics stch as why 
one needs a license to°drive; having perscrs frcem the legal community 
- visit and speak to the class; presenting tc the studerts 
question/answer exercises; having studerts acccapany policemen on 
e their rcunds; and engaging students in mcck,triel simulaticns. Most 
o law-related educaticn pregrams prekakly wil }cértinve tc grcw because : ‘ 
(1) educators have keccme mcre sensitive tc ccumunity needs and 
resources and have developed community relevant law-related prograns; 
(2) legal educaticn pregrams are receiving ircreasing support from 
members cf the justice community; (3) the prespect cf funding from ° 
_government and private sources is good; and (4) fuklic irterest in 
law studies is -growirg. To introduce law-related educaticn into ,the 
Classroom, teachers should gather and review law-related naterials, :

) Watergate, the affairs of certain congressmen, and influence peddling 
in Congress by the South Korean government, The consumer move- 
ment has also intensified awareness of the need to understand laws that 
affect us every ume we bus, or contemplate buying, a product or

Avother argument for law-related education stems from the enact- 
ment of the Twent-Sixth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, 
which gave 18-year-olds the franchise. Now students can be prepared 
to vote intelligently on issues and candidates without a three-year gap 
between leasing public schooling and the acquisition of majority 
status. Phus the task of the schools to prepare auzeds is More vital to* 
dav than ever before 

Without ab understanding of the legal workiags of our society, a 
sense of helplessness o. cynicism may casily set in. Much evidence
